RELATING TO IRON. 


THE BANANA PLANT. 


Eaclt Tree I'rodncea Only- One Bnnck 


of the Prnlt. 


The banann plant is not properly a 


tree at all. It has no woody fiber. It Is 
a large, green, fleshy plant, with big 
leaves six or eight feet long and some- 
times two feet broad. It grows to a 
height of ten to fourteen feet or even 
more, according to the variety of 
plant and the soil and climate. Each 
tree produces one bunch of fruit only, 
which is really the terminal bud of the 
plant., just like an ear of wheat or 
barley. It has no brandies, and when 
the fruit is ready, which is twelve or 
fifteen mouths from tbe date of plant- 
Ing, the tree is cut down and done 
with. 


But while it is growing'up and ma- 


turing Us fruit It is at tlie same time 
sending up from its roots other young 
plants or suckers — perhaps eight or 
nine of them. Each of those will pro- 
duce its own bunch in turn, some of 
thorn ill n couple of months after the 
parent plant, and there will thus be a 
regular succession of fruit. Many of 
^hese suckers' have to be dug up aud 
ilauted elsewhere, or they would be 
:oo thick on the ground. 


And there Is this peculiarity about 


the banana: 1'ou can plant It at any 
season, and the fruit ripens all the 
year round. When once a banana field 
has been planted out, all that Is neces- 
sary to be done Is to keep it clear of 
weeds and keep thinning out the multi- 
plying suckers. 


Discovery of the Metal, According- to 


Varlonx Authorities. 


The Bible speaks of Tubal Cain as 


the discoverer of iron and tile father 
of smiths. The Egyptians imputed to 
Hephaestus the same honor, while Pli- 
ny mentions It having been discovered 
by Dnctyles on Mount Ida after the 
forests on the mountain side had been 
destroyed by lightning. This was about 
1,432 years B. C. Jeremiah and Eze- 
kiel both mention Iron in their Scrip- 
tural writings, the latter specially men- 
tioning two qualities of the metal and 
calling one bright Iron, wliich was prob- 
ably steel. 


Moses uieutious an iron furnace, and 


Job speaks of it as being taken out of 
the earth. Thousands of years before 
the opening of the Christian era the 
Egyptians used iron in making sickles, 
knives and such things. 
Sparta first 


used iron for money. Britain also used 
it as n medium of barter and exchange 
prior to the conquest by the Komans. 


The Britons liefore tlie time of Christ 


used to export iron to Gaul, and after 
the Itonian conquest tlie conquerors es- 
tablished extensive smelting works, 
which existed at least as late as the 
Saxon conquest.—St. James' Gazette.

He will 
never like tin- farm if he realizes (bat 
he Is nothing but a chore boy to have 
to work with the poorest team, the old- 
est tools. 
Then giving him a small 


financial Interest in the work which he 
does is a matter of the highest Impor- 
tance. There aro far more boys driven 
from the farm than ever leave It volun- 
tarily. A very good way Is to give the 
boy an acre of laud and let him have 
all he can raise on It. A number of old 
grangers have been much surprised at 
what their boys could do under this 
plan and have been given a very valu- 
able object lesson In the possibilities of 
a small piece1 of lantl well tilled. You 
farm boys who read this ask for the 
use of an acre of land, pay rent for It 
If your father won't give it to you and 


potatoes or corn or cabbages or sq 
es you can raise. Popcorn will often 
pay as well as or better than any other 
crop. 


A PLAN THAT FAILED. 


In au attempt to solve some of the 


difficulties incident to the immigration 
problem the experiment was tried of

Here in Rhode 
Islaud people are tired of being lold 
how corrupl aud depraved Ihey are, 
and they know Mr. Aldricb quite as 
well as Mr. Phillips knows him. They 
have summered and wintered wilh him 
aud realize that in bis twenty-rive 
years of service In the Senate he has 
grown iu influence aud power because 
of personal qualities and political as- 
sociations which they understood loug 
before Mr. Hearst owned a magazine. 


They appreciate that Mr. Aldrich has 


always stood for the protectiou of cer- 
tain Industries, that large fortunes have 
beeu accumulated through that protec- 
tiou, tbat he is a stalwart of stalwarts 
and that his part in framing the Mc-

in Khode Islaud which have made him 
secure iu his position aud have euabled 
him to grow iu alllueuce. Even so, 
Khode Islanders are aware of his po- 
litical sagacity, his cooluess "uuder 
fire" and his cleverness iu manipulating 
measures and men at Washington. The 
chances are that he would have been 
chosen lo succeed himself eveu if ihe 
"rotten borough" Senate had been done 
away with and tbe Meuatorship had 
been decided by popular vote. 


Mr. Phillip:s article is more vitu- 


peralivc and less accurate in details 
than Mr. Sted'en's contribution on u 
similar theme to McClure's a year or 
more ago. It goes over ihe old ground 
Mr. Aldrich's meleoric rise in business, 
his particlpalion in local traction in- 
vestments, his affiliations with Wall 
street, his light for special interests at 
Washington, his co-operation with 6en- 
ulor Gorman, ct cetera. Il all makes 
"good reading" for the man in the 
street and the man In the railroad 
coach, who since Ihe insurance iuvesti- 
galions are ready lo believe almost 
anything about anybody who asso- 
ciates with Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. KOK- 
ers, Mr. Morgan or any other financial 
leader.

The farmers by being able to order 
their goods direct from the city iu till" 
way obtain their supplies at prices 
much cheaper, it i- to be presumed, 
than they could have secured them 
from their home stores, but It is a ques- 
tion wbelhei tue wiping out of a large 
part of the business of the coiintiy mer- 
chants who live among the farmers 
does not in a large measure couuiertml- 
ance this advantage. At any rate it is 
an economic development of large im- 
portance.

One thing is certam 
thai our postal system ought to be 
brought to tbe highest state of efficien- 
cy, providiug the fullest facilities at 
the cheapest possible cost tbat will eu< 
able the department, with economical 
administration, to be self-supporting. 
Moreover, tbe postal system ought to 
be carried ou for the bench" t of the 
farmers as well as for the inhabitants 
of cities. Tbe rural free delivery Is au 
expeusive part of tbe service, aud yet 
auythiug that cau be done to make 
life iu the country more comfortable 
and serviceable la fur the advantage of 
the whole nation. Our cities are over- 
crowded. 
They are growing faster 


than the country. This is an evil ten- 
dency.

But if be desired to .be heard 
the committee would be glad to fix a 
time to suit his convenience. 


"At the same time," the letter con- 


tinues, "the committee requested conn- 
eel in charge of the action directed to be 
brought against you by the board of 
trustees to defer the service of papers 
until you had a reasonable opportunity 
to reply to 
this invitation. Bavins 


walled until March 10 without hearing 
from you. it withdrew that request. It 
must be said that your previous actions 
did not encourage tbe committee in the 
bope that you would avail yourself of 
the opportunity to appear before it.

Chicago, March 22.—All the meat 


packers who were indicted by a federal 
grand jury last summer on charges of 
conspiracy In restraint • of interstate 
trade and commerce have been granted 
Immunity from criminal prosecution un- 
der the Indictment. While the individu- 
al are to go free, tbe indictments found 
against the corporations are to stand. A 
decision to this effect was banded down 
by Judge Humphrey. 


Judge Humphrey reviewed tbe case 


at length and concluded as follows: 


"Under the law in this case the Immu- 


nity pleas filed by tbe defendants will 
b* sustained as' to the Individuals, and 
denied to the corporations, and the jury 
will find In favor of tbe government as 
far as the corporations are concerned 
and against the government as far as 
the Individuals are concerned. 


When tbe judge announced that the 


Indictments would not lie against them 
the defendants crowded together and 
commenced 
to shake hands. 
The 


jurors, who had been excluded from the 
courtroom during the arguments made 
in the case, returned a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the directions of the 
court. 


Immediatefy following the dismissal 


of the jury District Attorney Morrison 
raised the question of the date for the 
trial of the corporations. 
He asked 


that the case be set for trial and that 
it commence within two weeks. This 
met with a protest from the attorneys 
for the packers, who insisted that they 
would be unable to prepare for tbe case 
before fall, pleading tho number of wit 
nesses which it would lie necessary to 
bring to Chicago, tlie strain of (lie pres 
ent trial and various.other reasons.

Not long ago a baud of philanthropic 


ladles of Yokohama sent an agent 
through the famine district with 125 
veu and 400 kimonos, to discover how 
"besi ihe sufferers could be reached and 
relieved. Throughout her journey the 
clothing was pasted fiee ny all tbe 
Government officials, aud the railroad 
companies checked It as personal bag- 
gage. The conditions which sue un- 
covered were appalling, and bavejust 
jjjeu embodied iu. her report. 


lu oue village which she visited ihe 


headman or "sonebo" told ber that of 
the forty-six families lu the 
village 


twenty were iu want, aud gave her a 
llet of them. Careful personal cauvans- 
iug continued all that the aoncuo liad 
told ber by showing conditions worse 
thau even be was willing to admit. 
.Many families had uo blankets aud 
ouly thin aud ragged clothing,although 
the snow lay deep all around, aud 
icicles buug from th« eaves of the 
houses eveu iu tbe middle of the after- 
noon. Some bad no mats aud had 
only bundle* of straw to help them to 
resist tbe cold. The food was Insuffi- 
cient aud very poor; a. little rice flour 
mixed with leaves add daikou, a Jap 
auese' plant very mucb like a fern

Everything uot poisonous was

to judge, but five families of soldiers 
were fouud which were practically des- 
titute. In oue of these tbe soldier was 
very ill, and lu two others tbe soldiers 
were wounded, while iu another the 
soldier bad but just returned. 
U.ie 


family consisted of an old father aud 
mother, a wile uud a little son to whom 
tbe soldier would never return. In one 
family, visited lu tbe foreuoou, the 
baby was crying, a little one of three 
years of age Waa walling aud fretting, 
and u child of teu was just starting out 
to try to beg.some rice, tbe lust stage iu 
a Japanese household, where begging 
is seldom resorted to, eveu wheu star- 
vation is an old acquaintance. Au ac- 
companying official said to the mother, 
"C'au't you stop that child's ciylug?" 
"I could,11 she replied, "if I had some- 
thing to give her to eat, not without." 
Every family visited was glveu euougli 
to keep it for a mouth with proper 
economy,'an exam pie of how little is 
necessary to relieve a great deal of suf- 
fering in tbis frugal country, us the 
agent started out with less than $70 In 
uiouey. 


The "Foreign Committee for Rttlief 


of the Famine in the North" lias jiis-t 
made public its first report, and in it 
four things are especially Impressive, 
fr'ir.-t ul'all, it is noted that the diffi- 
culty of administering relief i.s very 
great, owing to tiie large area over 
winch the people are scuticred aud the 
deep snow which "prevents the uses of 
jinrickishas iu distributing the assist- 
ance. 


In the one Provinceof Miyagi nearly 


u third of u million people are .repnnei! 
to be iu want, but Will a view to find 
iug out the most distressed the vice 
Sovtruor recently sent out blanks tu be 
tilled in by the njncho giving details 
us lo the most destitute. It was fouud 
tbut something over ten thousand peo- 
ple required immediate help to prevent 
them from starving. The Committee 
of Foreign Relief voted four thousand 
yeu to be used in this oue proviuce, al- 
though that was a good part of the total 
en in that they bad at the time collected. 


Members of the committee took this 


sum uud, sometimes traveliug over 
roads covered with suow several feet 
deep, delivered it iu the form of checks 
on banking bouses to the heads of tbe 
counties iu the name of the foreigners 
living iu Japan. The • heads of the 
counties distributed it to tbe heads of 
the villages to be given by them iu turu 
in the cheapest suitable food to the per- 
sona who ueeded it most. Thus it bas 
been arranged that tbe flual distribu- 
tion shall be iu tbe bauds of tbe soucho, 
siuce, even were it advisable, it would 
be imposuble to distribute iu persou to 
the hands of the sufferers. 


The various souchos seem to have 


wonderfully detailed information of 
the circuuistaucesof their oeople. They 
are entirely trustworthy aud as the 
work of relief must be in the maiu 
handed over to them this is fortunate. 
ibe fart that they are accountable to 
tue Government of the province insures 
toe continuance of the work afier the 
relief committee has passed oil to the 
"ext town. Tney are elected by the 
People over whorn they rule, aud hence 
j'ot being petty officials from afar, 
'Heir relations with the people are pa- 
ternal and they cau be made very ser- 
Y<*sble In relieving the want tliut 
'ney see among their o»'n friends, 
"*jirliboM and eveu relatives.

An In.-lanceof ibi-j was i-eeu in a vil- 
lage culled ''Devil1* Head1' snowed un- 
der eight feet leaving a hundred uud 
sixty-eix people wituout a particle of 
food of any kind, immediately the 
neighbors, but little tetter oil', rused 
etxiy yen, by uieuun ol winch piitance 
Ihe lives of these uue hundred aud 
sixty-six persons were insured for three 
weeks uutll other aid bad time to ar- 
rive. 


Au old man aged ninety-one died lu 


another village and bl« well-to-do-sou, 
Instead of receiving condolences wblcb 
iu Japau usually consults of gifts to tbe 
bereaved, himself contributed for the 
poor tweuly koku of rice, a royal gift 
that sustained oue thousand people for 
teu days!

Some people bave wondered why 


rice was uot shipped iu huge quantities 
to these regions hut the condition la 
somewhat like that of Joseph and the 
Egyptians wheu the seven lean years 
fouud them without money tu buy the 
immense stores that Joseph had laid 
up aud they gave their laud aud eveu 
.themselves for bread. There is rice lu 
comparative 
abundance all through 


this famine region. About flfty thou- 
sand koku of foreign .rice were lauded 
at oue railroad station iu tbe interior of 
Miyagi province duriug last year, 
enough to last one hundred thousand 
people four mouihs. 


Duriug the same period about 175,000 


bags of foreign rice eutered tbe two 
harbors of this province. Kice at cost 
price Is within the reach of all villages 
even those burled iu suow. There is rice 
enough, but no money to buy it with. 
The oue great thing needed to save the 
lives of the children and aged Is money. 
A second appeal bas been made by the 
committee to the generosity of foreign- 
ers resident lu Japau aud redoubled ef- 
forts are beiug made to give assistance 
before it Is top late to do auy good. 


Tho last point brought out by the 


report was that the machinery of dis- 
tribution already ut hand iu the shape 
of the sonchos of the villages workiue 
In connection with the relief commit- 
tees is admirably adapted to distribute 
at practically no expense whatever the 
assistance that is-contributed. Young 
Japanese from till over tbe laud huve 
volunteered ihcir services free to uid iu 
the distribution and are walking teu 
and twenty and more miles carrying 
aid to destitute families. 


With all thut Is being done ouly the 


surface has been touched as yet and the 
most pilful aspect of the plight of the 


I people is tbe fact tbut BO little is really 


necessary to relieve all tbe distress. In- 
dividuals, corporations and the Govern- 
ment are workiug heroically to cope 
with the situation, and all Japau is 
deeply touched by Ihe expressions ol 
sympathy aud offers of assistance from 
the Western world, especially from 
America.—Arthur B. Keeve, in Boston 
Transcript.

bly accords little wltn the picture of 
life behind the cafesses or screens cover- 
ing the windows of the seraglio pre- 
sented by Mrs. L. Parks-Richards iu a 
lecture at Waldorf-Astoria recently. In 
the lirsl place, Mrs. Richards stated 
that there was us a rule only one wife 
in the harem. 


"Polygamy is practically noil-exist 


eut amoUK the Turks," said Mrs. Rich- 
ards. "The law allows u man four 
wives, but makes it so difficult for him 
to take a secoud oue by requiring him 
to provide for her exactly as be did for 
the first that it is seldom done. Be- 
sides, aiuong tbe upper classes poly- 
gamy is uot considered good form. I 
beard of half a dozeu Turks who had 
two wives while I was in Conmantino- 
pie, aud of one who had four, but these 
are rare exceptions. 


^'I'tie crowd of women found In a 


Turkish harem is made up of servants, 
slaves aud female dependents. 
No 


Turk ever lets a relative suiter while 
he has a roof over his head, and every 
great bouse has uuuibers of euch de- 
pendents, both male aud female." 


Neither is the life of the harem dull, 


according to Mm. Itichards. No mau 
ever enters it except the husband, sou, 
atberor brother of the mistress, but 
she may receive women friends and go 
.o see them. 


The relatiou of the inmates of the 


laretu to oue another Mrs. Richards 
found very beautiful. Children were 
reat pets, she said, and servants uud 


slaves were treated with great consid- 
eration. Slaves are often treated like 
members of tbe family, may marry a 
son of the house, and ure much sought 
In marriage by men for the purpose of 
avoiding complications with mothers- 
in-law. 


"The Sultan's harem," said Mrs. 


Richards, "is composed entirely of 
slaves, as the law forbids members of 
tbe imperial family from marrying into 
the great houses of the realm, lest the 
latter be made too powerful." 


Tiie Turkish woman, Jlr«. Hicburds 


found, is quite satistied with her lot, 
while that of tbe European woman is 
regarded with horror by the most en- 
lightened Turks. 


"It ia true," said a Turkish ofllciiil of 


high rauk and much culture, "that we 
marry our daughters to men whom 
they never 6ee until their wedding day, 
but we do not have the awful Euro- 
pean spectacle of angling for meu.

Juvenile Court has just published a 
statement in regard lo tue women'* 
vote lu Colorado. 
He says iu part: 


"Woman ruH'ruge lu Colorado for 


over teu yearn has more thau demon- 
strated its justice. JS'jone would dare 
to propose its repeal; and, If left to the 
men of the dtate, auy proposition to 
revoke the right bestowed upon women 
would be overwhelmingly defeated. 


"Many good laws have been obtained 


iu Colorado which would uot huvebeeu 
secured but for thu power aud influence 
of womeu. 


"At some of the elections In Denver 


frauds have been committed; Ninety- 
nine per cent, of these frauds were com- 
muted by men, wituout auy eouuivauce 
or assistance, direct or indirect, from 
womeu; but because oue per cent, were 
commuted by womeu, there are iguor- 
unt or careless minded people iu other 
Hlat.es *ho actually argue that this is a 
reason for denying womeu the right to 
vote. If it were,a just reason for deny- 
ing suffrage to women, it would be teu 
time* greater reason foi denying It to 
meu. 


"With tue exception of a few down- 


town precincts, where frauds were ar- 
ranged aud carried oui entirely by meu, 
with a very occasional and excepUoual 
use of womeu, the electiou§ iu Denver 
bave beeu more deceutly and bouestly 
conducted than they were before wouieu 
bad the right to vote. People have uo 
right lo judge woman suffrage iu Colo- 
rado by the election frauds m a few 
precinct*, uule*s it would be to show 
wby suffrage should be deuied to meu 
and restricted to women. As a matter 
of fact, the ouly blow for decency that 
couuted, iu the last of a series of bad 
elections iu Denver, was delivered by 
women voters; aud the very importaut 
good thut came out of au otherwise 
questionable election, waa the result of 
woman suffrage. The evil results of 
that election were iu spit* of woman 
suffrage; uot because of it, but because 
of male suffrage; for bad there beeu uo 
meu who voted at that election, aud if 
the matter had bt«u left entirely to 
womeu, uot a curruptloulst would have 
beeo elected."

Three million separate shoe nails art 


often cast from one ton of metal. Of 
the smaller sizes 2,000 nails are mold- 
ed In a single mold, and an expert 
workman will make eighty molds In an 
ordinary working day, thus turning out 
100,000 separate mills. 


When the metal in a liquid state is 


poured Into the mold It runs throi 
the sand in passages provided In the 
molding process: the whole of the nails 
are cast together and are. when re- 
moved from the sand, connected by 
network of iron one with another. In 


- this condition the Iron is as brittle ns 
glass, and very little force Is required 
to separate the nails from the network 
which holds them together. 


They then have to undergo tlie proc- 


ess known ns annealing. They ore 
mixed up with hematite iron ore. which 
Is In a powdored state, put iuto iron 
pots, and placed In an annealing fur- 
nace, a sort of kiln. Here they remain 
for .some days,, care being taken to so 
regulate the heat tb which they are 
subjected that tlie Iron will not be re- 
melteil. but brought very nearly to 
that condition. Tlie action of the raw 
iron ore upon tlie brittle casting is 
marvelous. 
After cooling, it can be 


bent without risk of breaking, and It 
becomes a tisofnl and serviceable arti- 
cle. - London Express.
